He has 
given us the best example that his 
tory affords, not merely of persist 
•nt devotion to country, but of thi 
most sublime abnegation of honors 
which he might easily have clutch- 
I ed had his loyalty to principle 
been leas ainoiw and indomitable.

Hints to Bread Makers. 

(By L. R. Veach.) 

We have lately had nume 
inquiries concerning the Baking 
qualities of Hour, and although 
feel unqualified to approach the 
•uhject with full intent to hriDg 
out the exact analysis of flour, me 
hope to be able to say something 
regarding facts pertaining to the 
strength, the way flour should be 
kept, the cheapest flour to use, the 
things that so ofteu cause bad 
bread, and the way in which any 
bouse wife can test the strength 
and the baking qualities of flour. 

First, it is necessary to have mi 
oven the proper temperature; this 
is one part of the operation 
taining to making good bread, that 
is so often neglected. It is a mi 
taken idea, to conclude, that it

It is cheapest I 
cause there are more loaves or mc 
dough to be had from u bag or hi 
•t-l, th an where there is only 
smail amount of gluten, ho the way 
in which to ascertain tin MBMUrf 



of gluten is as follows: We 

say for example, take one half 
of clear strained water, put It i 
earthen vessel, then weigh the 
amount of flour you thinkjthe wa 
ter Will ahsoih. (we shall not at 
tempt to give the exact weight of 
flour, for some flour will absorb 
mote water than others) and add 
very slow, stirring with a spoon 
until dough is formed, then eiitei 
the hands kneeding slowly until 
you have a soft, smooth dough. , If 
the flour, vou have weighed up. w 
t >o much, weigh the remainder and 
find the exact amount you [ 
used ; having kueeded the dough 
thoroughly, place it under an air- 
tight tumbler, allowiniiit to remain 
one hour. We then take the dough 
placing it in a bowl of clear strain 
ed water, wash it until the watei 
!>ecomes milky, pour off the wat-ei 
by straining through a fine cloth 

tinue this washing until the water 
becomes clear, then weigh the glu- 
ten and you have the exact amount 
of water the flour consumed, also 
the amount of gluten it contained 
having this, then it is an easy mat 
ter to ascertain how many pound 
of dough the flour will make. Somi 
flour will only make 145 pounds of 
dough, while others make 100 and 
on up. It is an easy matter tin 
to decide what kind of flour to uf 
as you can get one as cheap as tl 
other, so by getting the flour that 
contains the most gluten, you not 
only have a flour that will go fur- 
ther, but one that will make good, 
sweet bread, and also when you 
test your Hour this way, you know 
if you have bad bread that it is 
sour yeast or something in the ma- 
nipulation, and not the flour.
